Phant Research Institute

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PAPUA NEW GUINEA 


A most successful meeting of the PNG Region of A.E.S. was held at the 
Wau Ecology Institute over the weekend of 2-3 April. Members from Port 
Moresby, Lae, Keravat in New Britain, Aiyura in the Eastern Highlands and 
Garaina attended. We were pleased to have ten visitors including Dr. G. 
Fabres of O.R.S.T.O.M., Noumea who was visiting PNG in search of parasites 
of scale insects, The Wau Ecology Institute has good accomodation and 
recreation areas where the meetings were held. Most of us spent the 
mornings collecting insects on Mt. Kaindi behind the Institute which rises 
to over 2,000 metres, and is accessible by road. 


Main topics for discussion related to the PNG export regulations, need 
for tighter pesticide control and regulations, future care of national 
insect collections and approaches to insect research in present-day PNG. 
Members unanimously decided to continue regional representation of the 
A.E.S. until an active society in PNG is capable of looking after the 
interests of entomologists in this country. 


Professor Ken Lamb's sudden death in March has been a shock to us all 
and a severe blow to the staff and students of the Biology Department of 
the University of PNG. Members at the Regional meeting in Wau stood in 
Silence as a mark of respect to Ken's passing. 


Dr. Wayne Gagne of the Wau Ecology Institute has transferred part-time 
to take over lectures in Entomology at the University.

QUEENS LAND 


Congratulations to Dr. Gordon Hooper on his appointment as Head of the 
Entomology Department at the University of Queensland. Gordon has been 
Reader in Applied Entomology since 1974. Professor Doug Kettle voluntarily 
relinquished Headship of the Department and will continue as Professor of 
Entomology. 


Welcome to Robert Boxall who has been appointed as tutor in the 
Entomology Department. Formerly of the Universities of Birmingham and 
Nairobi, he will undertake a Ph. D. project on the sensory physiology 
and behaviour of the sheep blowfly Luetlta cuprtna. 


Collecting trips undertaken from the University involved bees in 
western New South Wales by Dr. Elizabeth Exley, wasps in Tasmania by 
Ian Naumann and general insects by David Hancock at Kowanyama (Mitchell 
River Mission). 


Visitors to the insect collection included Greg Daniels to study robber 
flies and Margaret Schneider to study Lanxaniidae. Both are from the 
Australian Museum, Sydney. 


Dr. Gordon Hooper and Dr. Dick Drew of the Queensland Department of 
Primary Industries visited Hawaii during November to attend a conference 
on fruit flies arranged under the U.S.A./Australian agreement for 
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cooperation in science. Topics included the detection and eradication 
of infestations as well as treatments to disinfect fruit. 


Brad Cooper (Qid. D.P.I.) has just returned from a 3 months trip to 
the rain forests of North Queensland to collect fruit flies. He received 
considerable assistance from Mr. Clyde Coleman an experienced collector 
and photographer of Edmonton. 


Dr. Zedenek Boucek of the Commonwealth Institute of Entomology, London 
spent 3 months in Brisbane at Queensland Department of Primary Industries 
and at the Queensland Museum. He was in Australia to work on the Girault 
types of Chalcidoidea. He identified some 5,000 specimens and in addition 
collected local material. 


Graham Donnelley of the Land Department has just commenced a 3 week 
survey of the insect pests of nagoora burr in Western Queensland. 


Dr. J.L. Lancaster Jr., Professor of Entomology, University of Arkansas, 
U.S.A. is based at C.S.1I.R.0. Long Pocket Laboratories from 25 January 
to 27 February, 1977. He is on a United States National Science Foundation 
International Grant to study research and control of ticks and flies 
affecting livestock and will also visit Canberra and Rockhampton. 


Dr. K.L. Kuttler and Dr. G.M. McWhorter, Texas A §& M University, Bryan, 
U.S.A. are on a visit to northern Australia to discuss problems of ticks 
and tick fever in Texas where Boophtlus microplus and B. annulatus have 
breached the quarantine border with Mexico. Dr. Kuttler and Dr. McWhorter 
are based at the Long Pocket Laboratories C.S.1I.R.O. and will be travelling 
to Townsville in Queensland and to Lismore in N.S.W.

Queensland. He spent one in the Lockergie Scrub and another week at Iron 
Range (his fourth visit) with Maria Walford-Huggins of Cairns and Ross 
Storey of Mareeba. Collecting was generally poor due to heavy rain, 
especially at Iron Range. 


Tom Passlow, Director of Entomology D.P.I. spent a week in Mareeba, 
engaged in discussions with Departmental Officers from South Johnstone, 
Atherton and Mareeba. He also examined several crops in the area. 


D.P.I. entomologists Ian Cunningham, Ian Titmarsh, John Rodgers and 
Keith Halfpapp attended a Branch Conference in Rockhampton. 


Dr. Dale Habeck from the University of Florida visited Long Pocket 
Labs. during February. He was studying insects attacking Melaleuca. 

Miss Jenny Broadbent, a member of the Biological Control group working 
under Dr. K.L.S. Harvey, is at present on a field trip in the Sydney/ 
Newcastle area, investigating alligator weed. She is making further re- 
leases of Argastcles and inspecting and sampling other liberation areas.

OBITUARY 


Kenneth Percival Lamb 
(1922-1977) 


Professor Kenneth P. Lamb died suddenly on 6th March 1977, at Port 
Moresby, P.N.G. aged 54. 


Ken was born on 6th September 1922 in Hawera, New Zealand. After war 
service he completed a B. Sc. at Auckland University followed by an M. Sc. 
in 1948. From 1947-1952 he worked at the Plant Diseases Division, D.S.I.R. 
Auckland, as Entomologist, and in 1953-55 held a National Research 
Fellowship, at Cambridge University, where he obtained a Ph. D. (Zoology) 
in 1956. He returned to the Division as Chief Entomologist. 


In 1960 Ken became a Senior Lecturer in Zoology at the University of 
Sydney. In 1966 he was Guest Professor at the University of Bonn; and 
University of Marbug, Germany. He was awarded a Carnegie scholarship 
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to visit universities in Africa and America. 


Ken was appointed Foundation Professor of Biology at the University of 
Papua New Guinea in 1966. He was a member of the Academic Board, and 
Dean of Science until mid 1976, and was involved in overall planning and 
administration of the new University. In 1970 Ken was awarded a Finland 
Ministry of Education Scholarship to teach at Universities in Scandanavia 
and SE Asia. In 1971 he was foundation chairman of the Board of 
Management of Wau Ecology Institute, he also served on the Council of 
the Institute of Human Biology, Goroka (later: Inst. of Medical Research), 
the Board of Secondary Studies of the Department of Education, and the 
Council of the P.N.G. Scientific Society. Ken was Vice-Chairman of the 
Interim National Science Council, President of the Natural History Society 
of P.N.G., and first Chairman of the P.N.G. Society for Promotion of 
Agriculture. 


He conducted a variety of ecological projects in P.N.G. and was co- 
discoverer of the cause of the serious cacao disease vascular streak 
dieback. Recently, he was involved in environmental studies, especially 
in relation to pollution resulting from copper mining. 


Ken's interests were diverse covering economic entomology and related 
fields. He published 67 scientific papers and a text book on tropical 
entomology. He built up an outstanding Biology Department at the 
University of P.N.G.. His hobbies included golf, photography, fine arts 
and sailing. Ken had five children by his first marriage, and in 1973 
he married Tove Clarke from Denmark.
